The primary source of information in compiling this index was the 
Dissertation Abstracts International (DAI). The dissertations listed in the 
index were completed between 1972 and November 1987. Each dissertation is 
placed once in separate subject a~eas, listed in the Table of Contents. 

The abstracts of each dissertation appear in the Dissertation Abstracts 
International . To locate the abstracts, find the DAI number in the listing 
(for instance, 39A/ p. 4858). The resource number corresponds with the 
external print on the Dissertation Abstracts International resource books. 
The entry also indicates the volume (39A), and the page number (p. 4858A). 

The prefix X (for instance, X1977) indicates that the citation was 
obtained from the American Doctoral Dissertations , and where the disserta- 
tion will be found. If the dissertation is available from University 
Microfilms International, the order number will appear as the last item of 
information in the entry (for instance, 7921543).
